AFTER CLEMENCY. 


Many Convicts Make Appeals to the 
Governor of the State, 


ONE PARDON WAS GRANTED YESTERDAY 


And Four Werc Refused—The Facts in 
Each Case—The Disabilitiesofan At- 
lanta Boy Removed—Other News. 


The big pile of pardon applications on the 
governor's desk grows smaller every day. 

Yesterday six cases of this nature were 
disposed of. One application for pardon 
Was granted, four were refused, and the 
sixth case—an application to have disabili- 
ties removed—was decided in favor of the 
upplicant. 

Two cases especially familiar to Atlan- 
tiams were among those considered. The 
first of these was the case of Harry Doty, 
an refinedand intelligent white boy who 
in 1892 was convicted of forgery in Ful- 
ton superior court and received a four 
years’ sentence. Harry, it will be remem- 
bered, was conyicted of forging the name 
of an officer of the Atlaatu Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company to a 
check con the Lowry Banking Company. 
The irregularity im the check was detected 
at once, and before he could Jeave the bank, 
the boy was placed under arrest. 

Doty. who was sixteen years old at the 
time, came from a neighboring city and 
is said to be of exeellent family. He came 
to see the world, got into bad company, 
and was inspired by evil companions to 
colt the crime that sent him to the 
penitentiary. 

Shortly after his ¢onviction an effort was 
made to secure a pardon for him, but Gov- 
ernor Northen thought he ought to be pun- 
ished for his crime and refused to interpose. 
then Doty has been at the Chatta- 
camps and has made a good record, 
his release came be-

The geyernor decided that the punishment 
had been sufficlent to teach the youngster 
the gravity of his offense and to lead him 
into paths of rectitude; and in aecordance 
with the judge's recommendation, a pardon 
Was granted. 
The Case of Will Reynolds. 

In September of fast year, Will Rey- 
nolds, an Atlanta boy, and a companion 
were arrested in Mitchell county charged 
with the theft of a gun. They were tried 
and convicted. On the trial it was shown 
that they had stolen the gun in order to 
get money enough to get home. The court 
imposed a fine upon each. 

Keynolds paid the fine and cost by bor- 
rowing the money from a oman he knew, 
and binding Iumself to work it out. ‘his 
he has done. 

The boy who was with Reynolds—both 
are white—went to the chaingang and was 
subseque utly pardoned by the governor. 
‘This removed from his shoulder the disa- 
bilities which are part of the penalty for 
“1 crime of this character, but Keynolds, 
having submitted to the sentence of the 
court, Was still under the ban of non-citi- 
gzenuship. ‘This was manifested unfair, and 
after a thorough study of the case and an 
investigation into the record of Reynolds, 
the governor passed an order removing lis 
disabilities.

Were turned down, lor reasons good and 
sullicient. 

(‘hariey Till is the third of ‘his name to 
apply tor pardon and the third to meet with 
rerusal, Dhe other Charleys were from 
Iu.ton county; this one hails from Liouston 
and the charge Which caused his incarce- 
ration Was that of assault with inte ht to 
murder. The specific act was participation 
in a riot in Houston. Tle nade a good 
showing but the fact. seemed ciear that he 
was one of the leaders of the riot. 

Johu Hill, of (iwinnett, convicted of 
manslaughter jn ISSG, and sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary thought be had 
served long enough. ‘The governor, how- 
ever, took ‘the opposite yiew as he did not 
think any good reason for interfering with 
the sentence of the court had been given. 

John Lewis was convicted of murder in 
Appling superior court in ISL and received 
a life sentence. Not long afterwards he 
made his escape from' The jail and ever 
since has been numbered among the free. 
He mailed the governor an application for 
clemeney, but the governor could see no 
reason for departing from his rule, which 
is to consider no such application so long 
as the party applying is beyond the re ach 
of the law. John must give himself up 
before his case will be passed on. 

V. Christopher is a Savannah Greek who 
has figured-in the courts wpon several occa- 
sions. Twice he was up before the mayor 
aml onee he was tried in the city eourt— 
the charge of each instant being violation 
of the Sunday laws. The city court tined 
him $250 with six months in jai} as the 
penalty for non-payment. Tle thinks the 
punishment excessive and asks the governor 
to interfere. But the governor could see 
no reason why he should interfere with 
the court’s sentence.

CHANGE: OF ‘TODGES. 


Judge Clarke's Resignation Took Effect: 


Yesterday and He Will 
BE SUCCEEDED BY JUDGE LUMPKIN 


There Will Be a Bar Meeting This Morn- 
ing, and a Testimonial May Be Pre- 
sented to Judge Clarke. 


The resignation of Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke, which was tendered by him a few 
weeks ago, went into effect last night at 12 
o'clock. 

Hlis successor, Judge Henry Lumpkin, 
who was appointed by Governor Northen 
to sueceed his honor Judge Clarke, will 
open court this morning; ex-Judge Clarke 
will take his seat among the lawyers at 
the bar meeting for the first time in nine 
years, and over the meeting Judge Luanp- 
kin will preside. 

The resignation of Judge Clarke, white it 
Wus unexpected at the time, was no es- 
pecial surprise to his friends. He has had 
a lot of hard work to do, and has hardly 
been able to retain his health under the 
pressure. Governor Northen was loath to 
uccopt the resignation and sent Colonel N. 
J. Hammond to persuade him to withdraw. 
But Judge Clarke refused to withdraw 
even after the governor had argued with 
bim for an hour. 

Then followed the contest between Judge 
PenWeton and Mr. J. H. Lumpkin for the 
incumbency of the judgeship. The outcome 
of the race was the appointment of Judge 
Lumpkin. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke’s career as 
Judge of the superior court needs no eu- 
logy. Upop no oceasion has he opened him- 
sf to criticism, and he has reached the 
high mark for whieh all men should ain, 
and has won the confidence and esteem of 
all. 

A bar meeting has been called for this 
morning, and it is understood that reso- 
lutions of regret will be introduced. It has 
also been wafted from certain quarters that 
an exceedingly havudsome testimonial will 
be presented to Judge Marshall OCiarke. 
Nothing could better express the regard 
Which the bar certainly feels for the retir- 
ing judge. 

Judge Lumpkin will go to the governor’s 
oflice this morning, escorted by a commit- 
tee of lawyers, and there he will be sworn 
in. He wiil take the oath by holding up 
his right hand, and he will kiss the book 
or not as he may choose. He will then 
return and preside over the bar meeting. 

Judge Lampkin was endorsed by such

Hammond and others, and his appointme nt 
has given universal satisfaction.
